Beparate state wage negotiations 
joomed up more prominently than ever 
last night as a possible basis for set- 
tling the coal strike after it has run 
along awhile.

_ Nolan invitation unanimous. , 


Settlement by single states has been 
the idea advanced in each of the 
groups of operators. 

No Chance for Success. 

The Illinois operators in a wire to 
Mr. Nolan, signed by Rice Miller, W. 
K. Kavanaugh and H.C. Adams, presi- 
dents’ of the three operators’ associa- 


tions in the state, pointed out that the. 


rejection of the proposal by Indiana 
and eastern Ohio before Illinois could 
act “ has nullified any prospect for the 
success of your plan because, with 
Pennsylvania and southern Ohio ex- 
cluded, only Illinois remains.”’ 
Between the lines the message raised 
the point of the power of a congres- 
sional committee to stamp with legal- 


-jty a four state parley of the sort for

Prefer State Parley.

Predictions that six weeks will see 
a “coal famine” unless the strike is 
settled were made by Philip Murray, 
international vice president, also in 
New York. . 

60,000,000 Tons in Stock Piles. 

“Only 60,000,000 tons of soft coal are 
in the stock piles,” he said, “ and of this 
20,000,000 are in the consumers’ bins. 
Present consumption is 8,000,000 tons 
a week. At that rate the 40,000000 tons, 
will suffice for only five weeks, 

“ Reports indicate that 75 per cent of 
the nonunion miners will be out before 
the end of the week. Production of 
nonunion fields has been cut in half, 
and with further walkouts it will be 
reduced to less than 2,000,000 tons a 
week. I estimate that when present 
stocks are exhausted. nonunion pits 
will have piled up only fuel enough for 
one week. Then will come the actual 
shortage. The United States Steel cor- 
poration and its subsidiaries now have 
ecal enough only for seventy-two 
hours.

to the five provided for as our relative 
standing among the great navies of 
the world. 

“This would place America, in the 
position of a second class naval power, 
a position which those who served 
with the colors during the world war 
believe would be disastrous. 

“We want you to know that the 
American Legion is squarely behind 
you in youe stand and believes that 
when the country at large awakens to 
the magnitude of this threat at our 
national safety, it will make itself 
heard in language unmistakable.”

We haven't much use for a demagogue, but our 
admiration of Mayor Thompson as one is unflag- 
ging. He made a speech Wednesday night in

He says Smal! ts entirely innocent. He is inno- 
cent because he promised the people of Chicago 
a five cent fare, because he vetoed an appro- 
priation for the attorney general's office, because 
he fought the cement trust, because he has the 
enmity of the traction barons and gamblers. 

Because of these reasons he did not appropri- 
ate to his own use $500,000 of the interest paid by 
Chicago packers on $10,000,000 of state money. 
The interest was paid. The state didn’t get it. 
Some one did. The people of the state are wait- 
ing for the evidence in the trial which Small has 
avoided nine months to be informed on this point 
and they may regard Mr. Thompson's explana- 
tions as inconclusive and unsatisfactory. 

We have never understood why the traction 
barons should dislike either Mr. Small or Mr. 
Thompson. If they are persecuting either the 
governor or the mayor they are ingrates. Small 
and Thompson have done nothing against them. 
They have done nothing for the car users. The 
eight cents and ten cents are going out of the 
pockets of the car users and into the coffers of 
the traction barons and they should not be angry. 
If they try to injure Small and Thompson it is 
most uncalled for. Small and Thompson will 
never hurt them. 


Thompson has been mayor of Chicago seven 
years and the car users cannot find a single im- 
provement in their really wretched condition which 
constantly grows more burdensome, expensive, and 
exasperating. Seven years is a fair period to be 
tested by its record and a record is a fair test to 
apply to a promise and a plan. 

If Mr. Thompson is thus tested his promises to 
the people of Chicago are worth nothing.

in this action, but the principle remains unaltered. 
The county board was not elected as an organ- 
ization for the defense of either union or nonunion 
labor. Properly it has nothing to do with either as 
such. When it assumes to force either a closed or 
an open shop on county work, therefore, it is 
wrong. What it should do is to see that the public 
work is accomplished with speed and economy. 

The Landis award is a decision on wages and 
working rules handed down by an arbitrator in 
agreement with nearly all* the building trades 
unions and their employers in Chicago. It was de- 
signed to give justice to the workers and to the 
public which required their services. Under its 
provisions building construction in Chicago is now 
enjoying the greatest activity in years. The ad- 
vantages to the workers, the city, and the great 
majority of the public are evident. No interference 
with such activity by any political body is justified. 
When the county board interferes it is putting 
aside the best interests of the county and of its 
constituents for political purposes. It is seeking to 


That Being the case, the business of establishing | 
“town forests,” which is advocated by the National 
Forestry association, is of interest. A man grows 
old, perhaps dies, in fifty years. He cannot plant a 
tree or a grove with any probability of living to 
enjoy the timber which it will produce. A town, 
on the other hand, is young at 50 years and per- 
haps even at 100 or 200 years. A town can plant 
forests, tend them, and profit by them. 

Petersham, a New England village, is trying the 
experiment. It has turned its 260 acre poor farm 
into a town forest. The pine stumpage of thirteen 
acres already has been sold for $5,200. One hun- 
dred acres, now bare and unprofitable, are to be 
planted { trees which will be ready to cut for 
timber in fifty or sixty years. It is estimated that 
$60,000 can be taken from this forest in that time 
and leave it in better an@ more productive eondi- 
ion than it is today.

DEATH THREATS 
SENT TO SCANLAN 
AND LABOR JURY

The receipt of two death threats, one 
by Chief Justice Scanlan, the other by 
a member of the new grand jury, 
marked the second day of investiga- 
tion by the panel which will look into 
alleged mistrials of recent labor cases. 

“This thing has got to stop,’’ de- 
clared the judge. “I don't mind it, 
because I’m an old campaigner and am 
used to it. But am not going to have 
my wife and family worried. Further- 
more, I’m not going to have these mem- 
bers of the grand jury and their fami- 
lies worried. They are laymen and 
have probably never received a threat 
before in their lives.” 

The letter to Judge Scanlan is the 
tenth he has received in the last month. 

Three witnesses were taken before 
the grand jury by Assistant State’s At- 
torney William P. McLaughlin. John 
J. Bollman of Blue Island, Ill., a juror 
in the O’Donnell trial, and his wife 
were asked whethey they had received 
visits from any would-be bribers dur- 
ing the trial. They said no such at- 
tempts had been made. 


WEST SIDE FIRE 
IS LAID TO OIL 
SOAKED RAGS 


State Fire Marshal Gamber an- 
nounced yesterday that he is con- 
vinced that the recent disasterous 
west side fire was the result of spon- 
taneous combustion of oily rags stored 
in the rooms of the Chicago Lamp & 
Fixture company, 517 West Jackson 
boulevard. 

He announced his conclusion after 
testimony that combustibles—benzine, 
gasoline and turpentine—were stored 
in the offices in amounts greater than 
is permitted by the fire prevention or- 
dinances and after he had ordered Wal- 
ter Rogers, colored porter and employé 
of the concern, locked up on a charge 
of perjury. 

Rogers contradicted statements 
made to the committee by W. D. Wag- 
ner, engineer, and Edward Landen- 
kamp, fireman of the Austin building. 
Wagner and Landenkamp testified Ro- 
gers brought two basket truck loads 
of rags to the Austin building engine 
room on the night before the fire. The 
rags, they said, were so soaked with 
benzine and varnish that they 
“splashed"’ when Rogers dumped 
them on the floor.

TRANSIT COUNCIL 


PUTS INTO 
START WORK 


Decides to Gather Wishes 


of All Sections. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 
The All-Chicago council, represent- 
ing fifty-five commercial and civic or- 


ganizations of a local character, made 
an auspicious start “yesterday in its 
effort to solve the city’s transportation 
problem. The discussion may be de- 
scribed as vigorous, constructive, and 
harmonious.

A boycott established by common 
consent of tenants in many districts 
has gradually increased the number 
of vacant flats until at present there 
are more than 5,000, according toa re- 
port to Chairman Kaindl of the coun- 
cil living costs committee from R. J.

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MILLIONS TOBE 


SPENT AT ONCE 
ONRAILWAY WORK 


BY O. A. MATHER. 


Improvement of the country's rail- 
road facilities is expected to result in 


the expenditure of hundred@of millions 


of dollars this year and several bil- 
jions in the next few years. This pur- 
pose reflects not only the needs of the 
roads to rehabilitate their properties, 
put confidence in better times ahead. 
The Pennsylvania announced yesterday 
its intention of spending immediately 
$8,000,000 on improvements in the Pitts- 
purgh district. This is the first improve- 
ment work the road has undertaken in a 
jong time, but is merely a forerunner 
of an important program which will 
cost about $100,000,000. The Union Pa- 
cific announced it will spend $29,000,000 
this year on improvements and exten- 
sions, the sum to be charged to capital 
account. Nearly 100 miles of brangh 
lines will be built. Subsidiary lines will 
spend an additional $7,500,000. The 
Philadelphia and Reading is at work on 
prosecuting improvements and additions 
which will cost more than $15,000,000. 


Banks Report Signs of Revival. 


Indications of revival business, 
lessening unemployment, and a better 
condition of individual finances are con- 
tained in the weekly statements of the 
Federal Reserve banks. The consoli- 
dated statement of the twelve ‘institu- 
tions shows federal reserve note circula- 
tion and the deposit reserve of the mem- 
ber banks expanded $16,229,000 and $20,- 
§21,000, respectively. Such twofold ex- 
pansion usually accompanies a larger de- 
mand for credit incident to. enlarging 
operations in business and industry. 

At the same time loans declined $11,- 
058,000, indicating payments of old 
debts. Bills bought receded $4,312,000 
and total bills declined $15,370,000. Gold 
and total reserves increased $7,846,000 
and $6,222,000, respectively. Govern- 
ment securities expanded $21,900,000. To- 
tal earning assets increased $6,530,000. 
Total deposits declined $692,000, a drop 
in government deposits of $20,489,000 off- 


setting the increase in the member 
banks’ reserve credits. The ratio of 
total reserves to deposit and federal re- 
serve note liabilities combined was 77.7, 
compared with 77.8 per cent in the pre- 

ceding week. 


New York Statement. 
The New ‘York federal reserve bank 


shows loans expanded $13,145,000. Bills 
bought declined $7,697,000. Total bills 
increased $5,447,000. Gold and total re- 
serves declined $3,406,000 and $5,572,000, 
respectively. Total earning assets in- 
creased $8,150,000. Total deposits re- 
ceded $4,169,000, due entirely to the 
member banks’ reserve credits declining 
$6,310,000. Federal reservé note circula- 
tion increased 57,382,000. The ratio of 
total reserves to deposit and federal re- 
serve note liabilities combined fell to 
8&6 from 86.7 per cent in the preceding 
week.
